replied th a t he w ould not decide u n til 
m orning. 
He expresses w arm sym ­ 
pathy for the m en and recognizes the 
fact th a t if violence is done railroad, 
property w ill be the first to suffer. 
Co u n c il B l u f f s , 
Iowa, April 2 0 .— 
K elly's industrial arm y broke cam p a t 
the C hautauqua grounds and began its 
m arch. 
It h alted a t W eston, nine 
m iles from here, and in a driving rain, 
w hich turned to sleet and snow, it 
cam ped south of the corn cribs and an 
elevator on the rig h t of w ay of the 
Chicago, M ilw aukee 
and St. P a u l 
T here it prepared to spend the n ig h t 
w ithout shelter of any kind except 
such as the m en m ight g et from craw l­ 
ing under the lee of sheds or oth er 
buildings or from g ettin g inside the 
cribs, some of w hich are em pty. 
Division S uperintendent Goodenow, 
in his private car. arrived a t W eston 
a t the sam e tim e as the arm y. 
Goode­ 
now a t once, w hen he saw where the 
cam p w as to be placed, ordered the 
men to move off the rig h t of way and 
made a form al dem and of Gen. K elly 
th a t he take his men off the com pany 
property. 
Kelly, 
for the first tim e 
since his arriving here, w as a little out 
of patience. 
He declared to Goode­ 
now th a t th e men were tired, wet, 
cold and hungry, and he refused flatly 
to order them to move. 
Goodenow 
w anted Sheriff H ayento to call out the 
m ilitia and drive th e m en off, b u t the 
sheriff refused. In the presen t tem per 
of the people of Iow a he acted very 
wisely.

One of th e in terestin g incidents of 
th e m orning w as the presentation to 
K elly of a fine w hite horse and saddle 
by W illiam Boyhan of Council Bluffs. 
As th e arm y started on its m arch it 
w as accom panied by large w agons 
furnished by Council Bluffs citizens. 
These w agons were loaded down w ith 
th e provisions of the arm y and its 
cam p equipm ents. 
The rain fell heav- 
. ily a t times. 
The road was w et and 
m uddy, b u t the arm y m arched for­ 
w ard a t a rapid pace, 
h altin g occa­ 
sionally for the wagons. 
W eston w as 
reached a t 2 o’clock. 
The arm y w as 
w et to th e skin, and the situ atio n was 
disheartening. 
A space for the head­ 
q u arters and com m issary w as secured 
in the public hall, and th ere the sup­ 
plies were unloaded. 
The m en were 
suffering greatly, but as one of them 
said: 
“ We m ust tak e our m edicine 
like men, th a t’s all there is to i t ” 
N. W. H ubbard, attorney for the 
N orthw estern Railw ay company, has 
acknow ledged th a t he was responsible 
for th e calling out of the state troops. 
“If these tram ps and bum s try to cap­ 
tu re one of our train s there w ill be 
trouble,” said 
Mr. 
H ubbard, 
“and 
should they gain possession of a train 
through any hook or crook, or by the 
sym pathies of our trainm en, we w ill 
ditch the tra in if it destroys every car 
and h u rts a lo t of men. ” 
Gen. K elly is opposed to fu rth er ad­ 
ditions to the arm y, as the num ber has 
now • already 
reached burdensom e 
figures. 
Tw o of the soldiers were 
unable to m arch yesterday m orning, 
owing to sickness. 
The people of W eston a t a late hour 
threw open th e ir doors and provided 
the arm y w ith all the sh elter possible. 
Gov. Jackson says th a t all th e troops 
have been sent to th eir homes. 
D e s M o in e s , Iowa, April 2 0 .— At a 
special m eeting of the city council the 
question of caring for K elly’s army, 
*now en route for this city, w as con­ 
sidered. 
Upon the advice of M ayor 
Hill it w as decided to call upon the 
people to feed the men and contribute 
money if necessary to hasten th e ir de­ 
parture eastw ard.

The disease is confined entirely to 
the poor districts of tjie city, and the 
fam ilies affected are alm ost invariably 
those in w ant. 
H alf of the isolated 
cases reported during the last week 
are in the T enth ward. 
The others 
are scattered th roughout the three 
divisions of the city. 
It is feared the 
schools w ill have to ‘be closed.

YACHTING IN 1894. 


The Centerboard Knockabout a Popular 
Type for This Season. 
This year Lawley, the yacht builder, 
is making a specialty in w hat he calls 
the “centerboard knockabouts.” They 
are boats of tw enty-one feet w ater 
line and under, w ith good beam, mod­ 
erate draught, lead on the keel and in 
the centerboard and w ith a handy jib j jnto fOCMj. 


The tallest trees in the world grow 
in Australia. 
They are a species of 
marsh gum and some are said to ex­ 
ceed 300 feet in height. 
The resurrection plant, a native of 
South Africa, becomes dry and appar­ 
ently lifeless during drouth, but opens 
its leaves and assumes all the appear­ 
ance of life when rain falls. 
The Victoria lily of Guiana has a 
circular leaf from six to twelve -feet 
in diameter. 
It is turned up at the 
edge like a tray and can support, ac­ 
cording to its size, from IOO to 300 
pounds. 
There is a wild flower, resem bling 
an orchid, which grows in several 
parts of Turkey. 
It is an exact floral 
image of a humming bird. 
The 
breast is green, the wings are a deep 
rose color, the head and beak almost 
black. 
There is a plant in Jam aica called 
the life plant, because it is alm ost im­ 
possible to kill it or any portion of it. 
When a leaf is cut off and hung up by 
a string it sends out w hite thread­ 
like roots, gathers moisture from the 
air and begins to grow new leaves. 
The Owen 
Glendower oak, near 
Shrewsbury, is forty-four feet in di­ 
am eter at the ground. 
It owes its 
name to the fact th a t in 1401 Owen 
Glendower, the Welsh leader, climbed 
into its topmost branches to recon­ 
noiter an approaching English army. 
The banyan tree is a grove of it­ 
self. 
Its branches send out stringy 
filaments which finally reach 
the 
ground, take root and become trunks. 
One such tree in India has 400 main 
trunks and over 8,000 smaller. 
An 
English army of 7,000 men has been 
sheltered a t one time 
under 
its 
branches. 
The baobab trees of Senegal are de-* 
nom inated by Humboldt the “oldest 
organic monuments of our planet.” 
One he describes particularly as being 
over IOO feet in diam eter, and calcu­ 
lates its age a t the very least as 5,000 
years. 
Its foliage forms a gigantic 
green semi-circle over IOO feet high 
and 400 in diameter. 
The sago of commerce is made from 
the trunk of a palm tree. 
It is said to 
be a most extraordinary sight to see 
the trunk of a large tree cut down 
and in a few hours wholly converted 
A single tree will provide

The Army From W hich Uncle Sam May 
Draw Should Occasion Require. 
An army of 9,900,000 mon! 
How 
Napoleon’s legions dwindle beside 
this, and tho hosts which Grant, 
Sherman and Sheridan led shrink to 
pigmies, says tho Boston Journal 
This enormous 
figure 
represents 
all the able-bodied men in the Unitec 
States available for military service. 
But of course no such swarm o 
fighters could ever be mobilized in 
this or any other country. 
It would 
overtax even American energy anc 
resources to clothe and feed and arm 
and maintain them in idleness. 
The 
figures have no practical m ilitary 
value, but as a suggestion of the 
mighty military potentialities of the 
young republic they are not without 
their interest to the world. 
But 
when we come to enumerate tho men 
actually under arms in the United 
States as trained and disciplined 
soldiers we realize our present mili­ 
tary significance. 
Besides the little 
regular army of 25,000 men there 
is a more or less thoroughly organ­ 
ized and equipped force of 112,190 
men in the national guard and mi­ 
litia. 
That is, only about one man 
in IOO of those of our citizens able 
to bear arms regularly engaged in 
mastering the rudiments of the sol­ 
dier’s profession. 
New York, 
as 
m ight be expected, has the largest 
military organization — 737 officers 
and 12,072 men. 
Pennsylvania has 
8,614 officers and men; Ohio, 6,125. 
Then comes Massachusetts, well up 
in the list, with 5,666. 
Fiery South 
Carolina, with 5,440 
officers and 
men, has an armed force out of all 
proportion to its wealth and popula­ 
tion. 
The New England states, out­ 
side Massachusetts, have respectable 
little armies, ranging from Vermont’s 
784 to Connecticut’s 2,761. 
The 
Southern states have large m ilitia 
organizations as a whole; the West­ 
ern states very small ones. 
But the 
national guard is steadily growing 
everywhere in numbers as in efficien­ 
cy. 
It is fulfilling in a satisfactory 
way its purpose of 
perpetuating 
a knowledge of military art, and it 
would be found to be a respectable 
nucleus for a host of volunteers to 
rally on iu an emergency.

Could Do W ithout Capital in S tart­ 
ing a Bank In Any Northwestern 
State.

deals in which Albert A. Crdwallader 
was engaged during his brief reign as 
president of 
the Superior bank, told 
by the witness at his trial in the fede­ 
ral court, was relieved by the inte­ 
resting story told by Captain Charles 
E. Henry, the man who brought Cad* 
w allader back from Brazil a year ago 
last February, when he 
jum ped his 
bail and fled the country. 
Captain 
Henry has cone detective duty for the 
government, and various companies, 
one of 
which 
was the American 
Surety 
Company, of 
New 
York, 
which 
was 
on 
C&dwallader’s 
bond as surety for the faithful per­ 
formance of his duties as president of 
th e Superior Bank. 
He w ent to Bra­ 
zil to capture a fugitive named Shad- 
bolt, who was w anted a t Philadelphia 
for the embezzlement of $25,000. 
He 
knew nothing of t)adw allader when 
he left. 
Both sailed on the same 
boat from New York on Christmas day 
in 1892, and they became quite well 
acquainted on the boat, though neither 
knew who the other really was, Cad 
w allader traveling under the name of 
A. R. Helm, and taking the captain 
for a seafaring man. 
T a lk ed 'o f “K itin g S to c k .’*1 
In one of their conversations on the 
boat the captain asked Cad wallader, 
or Helm, as he knew him then, w hat 
his business was, and Cadwallader 
told him he was a banker, and had 
been president of a bank in Philadel­ 
phia but had dropped it because the 
duties became too burdensome and 
troublesome. 
He said he had $3C,000 
or $40,000, some of which he had 
made in the banking business and 
some in the hotel business. 
He had 
also traveled in the northw est some­ 
what. 
He told how tw o young men 
could start a 
bank 
in 
the west 
w ithout putting in 
a 
dollar of 
their 
own. 
All they 
would 
have 
to 
do 
would 
be 
to 
pay 
their 
hotel 
bills, 
behave 
well, 
and 
get good local subscribers for bank 
stock. 
They would then take those 
subscriptions and do business w ith 
E astern 
banks, 
purchase 
United 
States bonds under the act of con­ 
gress to start banks, and leave the 
bonds as collateral until they were 
needed by the United States treasury 
as deposits there. 
C au gh t B y H is O w n Story. 
Then w ith the circulation, as soon 
as th a t could be issued, take th a t as 
collaterals until new circvlation could 
be issued, when they could go on and 
carry on the business of banking w ith 
out the investm ent of a dollar. 
When he m et the American m inister 
E. n . Conger, the latter showed him a 
cablegram from the state departm ent 
saying th a t Cadwallader was wanted, 
describing the man and relating the 
charge against him of defrauding the 
Superior bank. 
This story was so 
sim ilar to the one Helm had told him 
on the boat of w hat two young men 
m ight do, and the description fitted 
him so well th a t Capt. Henry made up 
his mind th at Helm was none other 
than Cadwallader. 
He went to the 
hotel where he was stopping, but 
found th a t he was gone. The story of 
his trip into the interior after Shad- 
bolt, and rediscovering Cadwallader 
a t San Paulo, was very dram atic.

because large am ounts of sand and 
gravel were spread over the surface 
last season are now in need of repairs 
as mach as ever. 
The m aterial used 
is worthless, only serving as an ex­ 
cuse for spending the ward funds. 
S ta rts on a Ruttiness Basis.] 
The season of road m aking is again 
at hand, but before the new council 
engages in the work, better road- 
building m aterial should be found 
and plans adopted for building better 
and more 
durable 
streets. 
It is 
claimed th a t there is plenty of good 
m aterial a t hand and th a t a stone 
crusher and a street roller are the 
pnly things needed. 
There is now a good balance In the 
ward funds, and with the usual an ­ 
nual appropriations for street work, 
there should be no excuse for contin­ 
uing the old way of doing street work. 
It is claimed th a t even if good and 
durable roads do cost a little mole to 
build, it would be economy to lim it 
the work to fewer streets and do the 
work well. 
The m atter is left entirely with the 
aldermen, and tax payers \vill look to 
them for thorough 
coLsidsration of 
the m anner of doing street work.
